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Response to Amendment 

In response to the office action mailed on 1/1 1/06 the Applicant has amended claims 1-20, and 
added new claims 21-26. Currently claims 1-20 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 and 1 1 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1,4-8,11,1246-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Reddy 
US Patent No. 5,168,881 

As to claims 1, 16-18 Reddy discloses a thick-walled, universal, unisex, safety device 
(coLl lines 20-25) comprising a closed distal end, an open proximal end, and a cylindrical wall 
section (see figs. 1-27, reference object 32) where the condom is generally an elastic 0? thick- 
walled, shaped retaining, tubular sheath of longitudinal axis with an inside an d an outside 
surface, further having a semi rigid, soft pliant stretchable wall material defining an open 
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proximal end and a closed distal end having a generally phallic shape, wherein the shape 
retaining, tubular sheath is adapted to receive a male sex organ via the open, proximal end and 
additionally being adapted to be inserted into a sexual orifice of a passive partner such as a 
vagina and an anus, and w^herein where the condom is constructed form an elastomeric material 
comprising a super stretchable, on burstable, semi rigid material selected from a group consisting 
of polymer, USP class six thermoplastic elastomer, silicone rubber, latex or other semi rigid, 
soft, pliant, stretchable, biocompatible material or combination of derivatives thereof, whereby 
said shape retaining tubular sheath is adapted to provide soft, natural tactile sensation, wherein 
said elastomeric material surrounds the pennies completely enclosed; wherein movement of the 
penis is made possible within the condom during cotitus, whereby fluid communication is 
prevented between the interior and the exterior thereof, and where the condom does not have to 
be rolled out over the male sex organ to fiinction (see cols, 2-5). 

As to claim 4, Reddy discloses where the collar does not contain any rings or metal or 
hard plastic devices to keep ht collar at the surface of the entrance to a vagina or anus (Reddy 
discloses strap means, which are neither metal or hard plastic, see fig.5, straps 36) 

As to claim 5, Reddy discloses where the collar at the open proximal end is longer than 
the diameter of the cylindrical wall section of the condom. Such that the collar is retained outside 
the vagina or anus during sexual intercourse. And- where the tubular sheath portion is of a size to 
form a loose fit around the penis, where in the wall of the tubular portion is formed with said 
flexible, semi-rigid material. And whereby the wall facilitates insertion into the sexual orifice of 
the passive user (see fig. 14). 
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As to claim 6, Reddy discloses where the c-condom comprises a generally tubular 
shape-retaining body. And have a first means (fig.5, 36) for retaining and securing to an active 
male wearer during intercourse, and a second means for retaining (fig.5, 35) and securing within 
the orifice of a massive wearer during intercourse. , 

As to claim 7, Reddy discloses where the second means for retaining and securing 
within the orifice of a massive wearer during intercourse is a collar (fig.5, 35), where the collar 
extends outwardly as a continuous. Shield circumferentially formed around the longitudinal axis 
of the shape-retailing, tubular sheath of the condom. 

As to claim 8, Reddy discloses where the first means for retaining and securing the 
condom to the penis of an active male wearer during intercourse is a semi-circular, flexible, 
elastic, radially extending retaining strap which is circumferentially and continuously formed 
adjacent to and in communication with the outer end of the collar at the proximal, open end, said 
retaining strand adapted to be stretched away fi-om the collar to be arranged around the 
Scrotum and testicles of the active male wearer and retained there soundly (see fig.5, coL2 lines 
45-68), thereby providing a securing mechanism in communication with the shane-retaininn, 
tubular sheath for securing the device to the active male wearer, and' where the retaining strand 
comprises a stretchable material coupled to the collar at the proximal end thereof, and, where the 
material is selected fi-om the group consisting of biocompatible polymers. Thermoplastic 
elastomer, silicone rubber Latex or Comparable combinations and derivatives thereof (figs. 4-10, 
cols. 5-7) 

As to claim 11, Reddy discloses where the first means for retaining and securing is a 
strap, where the strand shares a common edge adjacent to and in communication with the collar. 
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Wherein the strand is formed 'with the collar so as to provide a single-piece condom comprising: 
The retaining strand formed of a common stretchable material with the collar (see cols, 2-3). And 
elongated in the direction of an active male wearer's scrotum, whereby said strand is tightly 
enclosing the scrotum of the active male wearer, and. wherein the strap is stretched around the 
testicles of the active male wearer following erection of the penis. Thereby inhibiting blood flow 
away from the penis (as disclosed in figures 5-10) which, in turn. Causes the erection to be 
substantially maintained for an extended period of time (recitation of intended use). 

As to claim 12, Reddy discloses where the shape-retaining, tubular sheath is rigid 
enough lo accept a non-erect male sex organ into its open, proximal end (see the entire 
disclosure). 

As to claims 19 and 20, Reddy discloses where the piloting assembly device can be both 
biocompatible and non biocompatible. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3,9,13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Reddy US Patent No. 
5,168,881 as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Schwartz US Patent No. 5,513,652. 
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As to claims 39,13, Reddy discloses a collar extends outwardly as a contiguous shield 
circumferentially formed around the longitudinal axis of the tubular sheath of the condom, 
however does not disclose "tapered neck" of the collar. However, Schwartz teaches a condom with 
a tapered, narrow neck in fig. 4, 22. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one or ordinary skills in 
the art at the time the invention v\^as made to modify the condom of Reddy in view of Hegedusch in 
order to provide a tapered, narrow proximal end for the purposes assisting erectile function as 
taught by Schwartz, see col.5 lines 1-10. 

Claims 10,14,15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Reddy US Patent 
No. 5,168,881 as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Alia et al. US Patent 5,992,415 

As to claims 10, 14,15 Reddy does not disclose "reservoir", as to claim 15, Reddy does 
not disclose "foam" or sponge like, absorbent. However, such reservoir device used in 
combination of unisex condom is known in the art. Alia teaches reservoir (see fig.2, 28) 
configured to fit into the closed end of the condom, which is capable of retaining fluid in 
addition to ease installation and retention of the condom (see Alia, cols.2-3). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skills in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the invention of Reddy in view of Alia to include a reservoir made of foam 
for the purposes of easing the insertion of condom and retaining fluid.
